Casualties Heavy 
In China Quake, 
Peking Admits 
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TOKYO (AP) - The Chinese 
Communist party today adm itted 
“great losses” of life and property 
from the major earthquakes in a 
heavily populated industrial area of 
northeast China east and southeast of 
Peking. But no casualty figures or 
damage estimates were given. 
A ftershocks were reported con­ 
tinuing. 
Hsinhua, the official Chinese news 
agency, reported “extremely serious 
damage and losses” in Tangshan, an 
industrial city of more than a million 
people 80 miles east-southeast of 
Peking and 40 miles northeast of 
Tientsin. 
Hsinhua said the first quake was 
centered in the TangshanFengnan 
area and “ com paratively strong 
shocks” were felt in Peking and 
Tientsin, China’s third largest city 
with a population of 4.3 million. 
“Since the quake was not predicted 
in advance, it is believed that many of 
the residents of Tangshan did not have 
time to escape,” the Peking office of 
Kyodo, the Japanese news agency, 
reported. 
Kyodo said damage in Peking “has 
been held to the minimum” but 
“damage of considerable scope is 
reported rn Tientsin.” 
F orm er Prim e M inister Gough 
Whitlam of Australia, who was in 
Tientsin when the first quake hit, said 
most modern structures withstood the 
shock, but older buildings “collapsed 
completely.” He said the first tremor 
was followed by “very large ex­ 
plosions on the horizon" and many 
aftershocks. 
F oreigners in Peking said the 
casualty toll in the capital did not 


appear to be heavy. The U.S. Liaison 
Office reported that all Amel icans in 
Peking and Tientsin were safe, and the 
head of the American mission, Thomas 
Gates, offered the Chinese government 
American aid. 
“ Our great leader Chairman Mao, 
the Party Central Committee and the 
State Council (cabinet) are very much 
concerned for the masses of people in 
the earthquake-stricken area,” said 
Hsinhua. 
It said Communist party officials of 
Hopeh province rushed to the quake 
aras to direct quake-prevention and 
relief work. People in the areas “have 
been promptly organized in a united 
fight against the effects of the ear­ 
thquake,” the agency said. 
It was the first official Chinese 
report on the quake, and it was not 
issued until 20 hours after the first 
shock. 
The U.S. Earthquake Information 
Service recorded the first quake at 
3:40 a.m. Peking time Wednesday and 
said it measured 8.2 on the Richter 
Seal. It was the strongest earth shock 
registered by the service since the 
Alaska quake in 1964, which measured 
8.4. 
About 15 hours later a second major 
quake registered 7.9 after minor 
trem ors throughout the day. 
The open-ended R ichter Scale 
measures ground movement. An in­ 
crease of one whole number means a 
tenfold increase in the force of the 
quake. A quake registering 8 on the 
scale is considered a "great” earth­ 
quake capable of causing tremendous 
(iamage. The San Francisco quake of 
1906 was recorded at 8.3 on the Richter 
Scale.

It was the House’s first punishment 
of a member since 1969 when it fined 
H arlem D em ocrat Adam Clayton 
Powell and stripped him of seniority. 
There were only three speakers in 
the debate before the reprimand 
against Sikes, a Florida Democrat. 
One of the speakers, Rep. Andrew 
McGuire, D-N.J., said the House ethics 
committee should have recommended 
a stiffer punishment than censure. He

committee next year. 
“The committee has found conduct 
that cannot and should not be tolerated 
by this House, or anybody or the 
American people,” McGuire said.

F. Edward 
Hebert, D-I*i., Tom Steed, D-Okla., 
and Olin Teague, D-Tex.

The air traffic controllers’ union is 
predicting that its “work by the book” 
job action will delay scheduled airline 
flights at airports across the nation 
today. 
The slowdown was the newest in a 
series of pending labor developments 
that involve groups from cannery 
workers to coal miners to rubber 
workers. 
During the initial hours of the 
slowdown by the nation’s 14,000 air 
controllers late Wednesday, no sub­ 
stantial effects were reported because 
of light air traffic. 
In Washington, a spokesman for the 
Federal Aviation Administration — 
employer of the air controllers — said, 
“We haven’t seen any impact now, but 
we’re watching it closely.” 
Meanwhile, meetings with a federal 
mediator were scheduled to resume in 
Washington today in the 14-week-old 
rubber strike which has idled 60,000 
workers. 
In California, 30,000 striking cannery 
workers prepared to vote Friday on a 
new contract while the state’s fruit and 
vegetable crops sat rotting in the 
fields. 
And in West Virginia, the wildcat 
coal miners strike entered its 10th day 
today with more than a third of the na­ 
tion’s 150,000 miners taking part in the 
walkout. 
The air traffic slowdown was called 
to protest the U.S. Civil Service 
Commission’s delay in completing a 
pay reclassification study for the 
controllers. 
The Professional Air Traffic Con­ 
trollers Organization said the “ work 
by the book” protest meant controllers 
would “adhere to strict compliance 
with separation standings,” the dis­ 
tance between airplanes during 
takeoff and landing. 
Those distances are set by the FAA. 
But controllers m ay allow m ore 
distance if they feel uncomfortable 
with 
the 
m inim um 
separation 
distances. Thus, a controller can 
decide, for example, that all incoming 
flights be kept four miles apart instead 
of three. If the airport is heavily used, 
this can create a massive delay. 
The FAA said the average jour­ 
neyman controller at a busy airport 
now makes about $28,000 a year, in­ 
cluding overtime.

Jam es Bayes, O rient, has been 
manager of the swine evaluation 
station at Ohio State University since 
July I.

A 
former 4-H Club member, he twice 
showed the grand champion market 
barrow at the Pickaway County Fair. 
For the past two years he was 
livestock herdsman at Wilmington 
College. 
As the 
manager of the 
swine 
evaluation station, he is in charge of 
feeding and evaluating about 800 boars 
a year, conducting sales, shows and 
type conferences for the various 
breeds.

Bayes also computes the feed ef­ 
ficiency of the animals at this time. Six 
sales are conducted each year by the 
station and the tested boars are sold at 
these sales.

and 
is

his daily duties of supervising the care 
and feeding of the animals.

Berger Board Views Finances After 6 Months In New Wing

After six months occupation in the 
new wing, the Board of Governors of 
Berger Hospital viewed the financial 
status of the operation for the half-year 
period. 
Harry Clifton, chairman of the 
finance committee, pointed out to the 
board that the cash which had come in 
for the year to date amounted to 
$24,000 but that figure would have been 
much greater if all accounts had been 
paid. 
The occupancy of the hospital is up 
for both the month of June and for the 
year so far but as Clifton reiterated, 
the only bad part of the financial 
report is the amount of accounts 
receivable. 
During June, the hospital operated 
at 87 per cent occupancy which is two 


per cent over last year’s June figures. 
There were 39 babies bom, 1,188 
emergency room visits, 113 operations 
and 1,141 X-ray procedures during the 
month. 
Also under finances, the board ap­ 
proved payment of the month’s bills 
totaling $77,171.62. 
Charles Rideout, Berger Hospital 
Administrator, reported to the board 
that the contract had been signed with 
the Licking- County Emergency Group 
Inc. to cover the emergency room. He 
commented that the coverage had 
been good. 
Rideout also reported that he had 
received the state audit report for last 
year and the only finding was one 
which concerned the accumulation of 
sick leave. It is the board’s policy to 
allow employes to accumulate sick 
leave days up to 120 and to pay them at 


the rate of 50 per cent of their salaries 
for days beyond that. 
The audit report pointed out that the 
rules governing city hospitals allows 
for unlimited sick leave accumulation. 
Rideout commented that Berger was 
one of two or three hospitals in the 
entire state which fell into the category 
of a city-county facility and therefore 
would not be subject to the ruling. 
The board authorized him to seek 
legal advice from the prosecuting 
attorney. 
Also on the report for the evening 
was the item concerning insurance. 
Rideout told the board that the in­

The FPC has maintained a price 
ceiling of 52 cents per thousand cubic 
feet on gas brought into the interstate 
market since Jan. 1,1973.

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - The first 
sampling of Martian soil is in the 
Viking lander, nourished by light, 
ether vapor and “ chicken soup” as 
scientists search for life on the Red 
Planet. 


When the robot lander’s arm dug the 
sample and deposited it in three 
chambers Wednesday, it represented 
the first time that earthlings began to 
analvze substances on another planet 
for life. 


The experiments will take weeks, 
and answers are not expected soon. 
But scientists displayed immediate joy 
that the project was underway. 


Until a pin that had jammed the 
robot arm was dislodged last weekend, 
there had been doubt that Viking could 
pick up the dirt. 
“ I ’m delighted — ecstatic. I can’t 
tell you how thrilled I am,” said Dr. 
Gerald Soffen, a scientist. 
One piece of bad news intruded: An 
instrument to search for molecular 
“ building blocks” of life signaled it did 
not get a sample of soil. 
Engineers said it may have been a 
false signal, or Viking’s extended 
digging arm may have come up empty 
when it tried to collect the soil sample 
for the instrument. 
Called a gas chromatograph mass 
spectrometer (GCMS), it is designed 
to search for organic compounds. It 
could check the results of biology ex- 
fieriments, and it might be able to find 
signs of life that once existed on Mars 
oven if such life failed to survive.

U.S. Court Blocks

WASHINGTON (AP) - The U.S. 
Court of Appeals is blocking a $1.5- 
billion a year increase in natural gas 
price ceilings while opponents seek to 
cancel the new ceilings. 


The court issued an order Wed­ 
nesday to temporarily stop the higher 
rate ceilings approved on Tuesday by 
the Federal Power Commission. 
Opponents said the new rate ceiling 
are so close to rates charged for 
unregulated intrastate gas that they 
amount to an PPC attempt to abandon 
its legal responsibility to regulate 
interstate prices.

For instance, a 
customer in Florida might face a 
yearly increase of about $5.20 a year, 
but one in Ohio, where winters are 
colder, would see his bill boosted by 
some $23.14. 
The petitioners in the court case said 
it would take the FPC at least 60 days 
— probably longer — to review their 
request. TTiey argued that without a 
court order blocking the new price 
ceilings, the higher rates would cost 
consumers at least $367 million during 
the appeal. 
They said there is virtually no 
chance consumers could get a refund if 
the FPC or the courts eventually 
overturn the price increase. 
The petition urging the court to block 
the new rates claimed the increases 
eventually will be ruled illegal by the 
courts. 
The FPC has maintained a price 
ceiling of 52 cents per thousand cubic 
feet on gas brought into the interstate 
market since Jan. 1, 1973. At the same 
time, unregulated gas sold in in­ 
trastate markets recently has com­ 
manded an average of $1.55 per 
thousand cubic feet. 
To make interstate pipelines more 
competitive for available gas supplies, 
the FPC authorized a new national 
price ceiling of $1.42 per thousand 
cubic feet in Tuesday’s decision, with 
additional increases of one cent every 
three months.

M ars Soil 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - The first 
sampling of Martian soil is in the 
Viking lander, nourished by light, 
ether vapor and “ chicken soup” as 
scientists search for life on the Red 
Planet. 


When the robot lander’s arm dug the 
sample and deposited it in three 
chambers Wednesday, it represented 
the first time that earthlings began to 
analvze substances on another planet 
for life. 


The experiments will take weeks, 


and answers are not expected soon. 
But scientists displayed immediate joy 
that the project was underway. 


Until a pin that had jammed the 
robot arm was dislodged last weekend, 
there had been doubt that Viking could 
pick up the dirt. 
“ I’m delighted — ecstatic. I can’t 
tell you how thrilled I am,” said Dr. 
Gerald Soffen, a scientist. 
One piece of bad news intruded: An 
instrument to search for molecular 
“ building blocks” of life signaled it did 
not get a sample of soil. 
Engineers said it may have been a 
false signal, or Viking’s extended 
digging arm may have come up empty 
when it tried to collect the soil sample 
for the instrument. 
Called a gas chromatograph mass 
spectrometer (GCMS), it is designed 
to search for organic compounds. It 
could check the results of biology ex- 
l>eriinents, and it might be able to find 
signs of life that once existed on Mars 
even if such life failed to survive.

In conjunction, the health depart­ 
ment staff will meet individually with 
each school board to explain their 
actions prior to the start of the school 
year. 
Standing 
water 
and 
drainage 
problems caused by excessive sum­ 
mer rains have begun to create serious 
mosquito problems in the county, 
according to Sanitarian Bob Kramer, a 
larvascide expert who has received 
special training in the control of the 
insects. 
And, in recent samplings taken from 
the Circleville vicinity, he has isolated 
the breed of mosquito which carries 
the St. Ix)uis strain of encephalitis. 
The Board, in attempting to control 
the mosquito population, w ill be 
soliciting financial support from the 
Pickaway County Commissioners to 
purchase specially-designed tem ­ 
porary control capsules that will ex­ 
terminate mosquito larvae in small 
pools of standing water. The capsules 
are recommended by the Ohio 
Department of Health. 
Full-time control of mosquitos was 
deemed too costly and time con­ 
suming, although it was recommended 
by the board. 
Kramer told the board that he would 
be willing to answer questions from 
residents and help them set-up in­ 
dividual plans for the controlling of 
mosquitos in their areas. 
The Board of Health has received 
10,000 
syringes 
from the 
Ohio 
Department of Health for the ad­ 
ministration of bivalent New Jersey 
flu vaccine to high-risk residents of the 
county. 
However* no definite information 
has been received on when the serum 
would be delivered, what kind would 
be sent first, or the age groupings for 
the different serums. 


Clinics will be formed when that 
information is known. 
Meanwhile, volunteers for ad­ 
ministrative details or persons with 
RN or DPN experience who would like 
to assist with the program would 
contact the health department. 


Sanitarian Hugh Barnhill told the 
board that the B & E Inc. landfill is 
“ well-within” 
standards after two 
monthly inspections. No complaints 
were received last month, he said. 
And, refuse haulers will be called 
into the department to receive Health 
Department stickers, which must be 
afixed to the windows of their vehicles. 
The stickers will aid in the ac­ 
countability and administration of the 
refuse registration. 
Board members also learned that an 
injunction had been filed against the 
owner of the Evans Trailer Court, 
Orient, because of unsanitary con­ 
ditions created by sewage. 
In city matters, Board members 
have given the owner of OUie’s Ken­ 
tucky Fried Chicken until July 30 to 
clean-up the food service operation. If 
corrections are not made, the board 
plans a special conference to ask the 
owner to show cause why his license 
should not be suspended or revoked. 
Three other food service operations 
in the city were given seven-day 
notices to clean-up unsanitary prac­ 
tices, according to Kramer, who in­ 
spected 16 restaurants and eating 
places last month.

The 
average 
American carries three credit cards. 
The average Californian carries six. 
Walter Cavanagh is not average; he is 
the antithesis of average. He owns 797 
different credit cards. And he carries 
only one. 
“ If I moved fast, I could charge a 
million dollars worth of stuff and 
services,” says Walter. “ That's how 
much 
unsecured 
credit 
my 
card 
collection represents.” 
But he can’t move fast, because his 
briefcase crammed with potential 
credit weighs about 20 pounds, and he 
doesn’t dare open it in public. “ Even 
Lloyd's of London won't insure my 
credit cards.” And if he wants to 
charge something — say, at Aber­ 
crombie & Fitch in New York, or 
Harrod’s in liondon — it could take him 
15 or 20 minutes to locate the right 
charge card among the multitude. 
“ Besides,” 
says 
Cavanaugh 
proudly, “ I wouldn’t want to do 
anything to spoil my perfect credit 
record. I alway s pay promptly . I never 
have had to pay a cent of interest on 
any of my charges.” 
W alter Cavanagh is a rugged, 
boyish-lookmg pharmacist from Santa 
Clara, Calif., who began collecting 
credit cards four years ago when he 
was 28, and is now listed in the Guin­ 
ness Book of World Records as the 
most “ credit-able” man in the world. 
“ It all started,” he says, “ when 1 
was sitting around one day with a 
friend 
and 
we 
were looking 
for 
something to make a bet on. We both 
had a few credit cards, and we decided 
to see who could collect the most 
charge-cards in a year. It was a per­ 
fectly logical thing.” Walter then 
started running around to local stores, 
and sending away to the more exotic 
emporiums like Neiman-Marcus and 
Saks Fifth Avenue. 
“ It was kind of wild. I thought 
maybe I ’d get 10 new credit cards but 
in three months I had more than 40,” 
said Walter. By the end of the first 
year, he had a couple hundred, and 
easily won the bet: a dinner out, which 
his friend paid for in cash. (“ Some of 
the finest restaurants don’t accept 
credit cards.” » 
The bet became a pastime, then a 
hobby, then an avocation, then - 
curiously - a responsibility. He was 
afraid to carry them, because they 
might be lost or stolen. Walter’s vast 
collection now is alternately stored in a 
safe deposit box and in Ripley’s 
Believe-It-Or-Not 
Museum 
at 
Fisherman’s Wharf, San Francisco. 
“ It was Ripley’s who tried to insure it, 
and was told by Lloyd’s it would be 
unpossible,” said Walter. “ Lloyd’s 
said the law, which limits the liability 
of a credit card owner’s loss to $50 a 
card, probably wouldn’t apply in my 
case.” If Cavanagh were ripped off, 
the loss would be financially lethal. 
On the other hand, his collection 
could be worth a fortune some day. 
“ There are quite a few people,” said 
Walter, "who collect credit cards 


because they foresee they will be 
collector’s items on that (possibly» 
inevitable day when all these in­ 
dividual cards will be replaced by one 
‘major 
identification 
card' 
for 
everyone . .. 


"When that comes, if it does, your 
paycheck will be deposited into your 
account and you’ll never see it. In a 
supermarket or store, you will press 
your thumbprint into an electronic 
scanner, while at the same time 
another scanner 
will 
read 
the 
magnetic tape on the back of your 
credit card; the amount of your pur­ 
chase will be instantaneously trans­ 
mitted to your bank and removed 
from your account.” A little scarey? 
More than. “ Aside from the chances of 
computer error, and the chances of 
human (salesperson, cashier» error, 
consider the 
amount 
of 
personal 
management 
and self-control that 
would be involved.” 


One impetuous overdraw - with one 
single credit card - could result in all 
credit being cut off to an individual. He 
couldn’t even buy the groceries! 
It has been estimated that, as of 1976, 
there are more than 10,000 different 
credit cards being issued by U.S. firms 
alone. It challenges Walter Cavanagh, 
who realizes that, in spite of his record

collection, he still has fewer than 10 
per cent of them all. 
"But I’m working on it,” he says 
cheerfully. “ Right now, I have 600 
applications waiting to be filled out, 
back home." 
It’s the applications-f llling that takes 
time. He comes home, tired from a 
long day at the pharmacy, and applies 
for new credit cards while watching 
TV and having dinner. It’s tedious, but 
what else is there to do9 He doesn’t yet 
have a wife, and doesn’t know if he 
ever will have one: “ It would be a 
terrific temptation for any woman, 
knowing there were 797 establishments 
where she could say charge it.’ ” 
As mentioned earlier, except on rare 
occasions, Walter carries only one 
credit card - his first, the Diner’s Club. 
“ It covers most of my needs, and 
makes the check-writing a lot easier.” 
And relieves him of the constant 
concern of having his credit lost or 
snatched. When he visits a department 
store or specialty shop, he usually can 
charge without having his card on his 
person: “ It takes a few extra minutes, 
while the salesperson checks out the 
records, but it’s worth it.” 
And nobody 
ever gives 
Walter 
Cavanagh a hard tune when he wants 
to chrage anything. They’ve got to give 
him credit!

N EW YO RK (AP» - “ W hat’s 
overlooked in all this business about 
illegal corporate gifts and bribes,” the 
man was saying, “ is that the money 
handed out was the stockholders’ mon­ 
ey. It didn’t belong to the executives.” 


He declined to be identified, but he is 
responsible, intelligent, hardworking 
and possessed of other attributes we 
tend 
to 
respect. 
And 
he 
is 
a 
stockholder. 


He might even be safely called a 
typical small investor. He has a few 
thousand dollars to invest, generally 
for the long term. He doesn’t ask 
much, just fair dividends and the 
prospect for growth, which he feels 
comes with good management. 
When he spoke he was angry, bitter, 
disaffected, but he’ll get over it — or 
will he? “ Sometimes I wonder if we’re 
not being ripped off by management,” 
he said. 
“ They give the stockholders’ money 
away and then when they get caught 
they charge us again for the lawyers to 
defend them. They offend my ethics, 
my sense of fairness, my politics, and 
then my finances. It’s too much to 
accept.” 
The 
reference 
was 
to 
the 
management of Occidental Petroleum, 
whose chairman, Armand Hammer, 
was convicted of having made illegal 
payments of corporate funds to the 
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1972 presidential campaign ot Richard 
M. Nixon. 
"They,” he said of the company’s 
management, “ spent at least $850,000 
of stockholders’ money to defend 
themselves. First they give away the 
money illegally and then they follow it 
with more to hire lawyers.” 
Occidental, he conceded, has been 
profitable 
under 
the 
creative 
management of Hammer, even though 
the stock sells today for less than half 
its 1968 price. He thought that Lock­ 
heed’s use of company assets was less 
forgiveable. 
Iiockheed, you might recall, sought 
and obtained a $250 million loan 
guarantee from the U.S. government 
in order to stay in business. Then came 
revelations of payoffs to influential 
foreigners. 
During the disclosures, Lockheed’s 
chairman and chief executive, Donald 
J. Haughton, and its vice chairman 
and chief operating officer, Carl Kot- 
chian, resigned. Regardless, they 
remain on the payroll, probably into 
the 1980s. 
According to papers filed with the 
Securities and Exchange Commission, 
the two officers each are to be paid 
$100,000 a year for five years, and 
$50,000 each for another five, as 
“ senior advisers.” 
Said the typical investor: “ Financial 
troubles, then bribery, and who gets 
penalized? The innocent shareholders. 
And who gets rewarded? The people 
who managed to get the company into 
the mess.” 
The Wall Street Journal, he noted, 
recently looked into similar 
con­ 
sultancies nad found they are aimed 
more at easing retirements or saving 
the face of the ousted, and that often 
little work is involved. “ A ripoff,” he 
said.

American cames three credit cards. 
The average Californian carries six. 
Walter Cavanagh is not average; he is 
the antithesis of average. He owns 797 
different credit cards. And he carries 
only one. 
“ If I moved fast, I could charge a 
million dollars worth of stuff and 
services,” says Walter. “ That s how- 
much 
unsecured 
credit 
my 
card 
collection represents.” 
But he can’t move fast, because his 
briefcase crammed with potential 
credit weighs about 20 pounds, and he 
doesn’t dare open it in public. “ Even 
Uoyd’s of london won t insure my 
credit cards.” And if he wants to 
charge something — say, at Aber­ 
crombie ic Fitch in New York, or 
Harrod’s in london — it could take him 
15 or 20 minutes to locate the right 
charge card among the multitude. 
“ Besides,” 
says 
Cavanaugh 
proudly, “ I wouldn’t want to do 
anything to spoil my perfect credit 
record. I always pay promptly. I never 
have had to pay a cent of interest on 
any of my charges.” 
W alter Cavanagh is a rugged, 
boyish-looking pharmacist from Santa 
Clara, Calif., who began collecting 
credit cards four years ago when he 
was 28, and is now listed in the Guin­ 
ness Book of World Records as the 
most “ credit-able” man in the world. 
“ It all started,” he says, “ when I 
was sitting around one day with a 
friend and we 
were looking 
for 
something to make a bet on. We both 
had a few credit cards, and we decided 
to see who could collect the most 
charge-cards in a year. It was a per­ 
fectly logical thing.” Walter then 
started running around to local stores, 
and sending away to the more exotic 
emporiums like Neiman-Marcus and 
Saks Fifth Avenue. 
“ It was kind of wild. I thought 
maybe I ’d get IO new credit cards but 
in three months I had more than 40,” 
said Walter. By the end of the first 
year, he had a couple hundred, and 
easily won the bet: a dinner out, which 
his friend paid for in cash. (“ Some of 
the finest restaurants don’t accept 
credit cards.” ) 
The bet became a pastime, then a 
hobby, then an avocation, then - 
curiously - a responsibility. He was 
afraid to carry them, because they 
might be lost or stolen. Walter’s vast 
collection now is alternately stored in a 
safe deposit box and in Ripley’s 
Believe-It-Or-Not 
Museum 
at 
Fisherman’s Wharf, San Francisco. 
“ It was Ripley’s who tried to insure it, 
and was told by Lloyd’s it would be 
impossible,” said Walter. “ Uoyd’s 
said the law, which limits the liability 
of a credit card owner’s loss to $50 a 
card, probably wouldn’t apply in my 
case.” If Cavanagh were ripped off, 
the loss would be financially lethal. 
On the other hand, his collection 
could be worth a fortune some day. 
“ There are quite a few people,” said 
Walter, “ who collect credit cards 


because they foresee they will be 
collector's items on that (possibly) 
inevitable day when all these in­ 
dividual cards will be replaced by one 
major 
identification 
card’ 
for 
everyone . .. 


“ When that comes, if it does, your 
paycheck will be deposited into your 
account and you’ll never see it. In a 
supermarket or store, you will press 
your thumbprint into an electronic 
scanner, while at the same time 
another scanner 
w ill 
read 
the 
magnetic tape on the back of your 
credit card; the amount of your pur­ 
chase will be instantaneously trans­ 
mitted to your bank and removed 
from your account.” A little scarey? 
More than. "Aside from the chances of 
computer error, and the chances of 
human (salesperson, cashier) error, 
consider the amount 
of 
personal 
management and self-control that 
would be involved.” 


One impetuous overdraw - with one 
single credit card - could result in all 
credit being cut off to an individual. He 
couldn’t even buy the groceries! 
It has been estimated that, as of 1976, 
there are more than 10,000 different 
credit cards being issued by U.S. firms 
alone. It challenges Walter Cavanagh, 
who realizes that, in spite of his record

collection, he still has fewer than IO 
per cent of them all. 
“ But I’m working on it,” he says 
cheerfully. “ Right now, I have 600 
applications waiting to be filled out, 
back home.” 
It’s the applications-filling that takes 
time. He comes home, tired from a 
long day at the pharmacy, and applies 
for new credit cards while watching 
TV and having dinner. It’s tedious, but 
what else is there to do? He doesn’t yet 
have a wife, and doesn’t know if he 
ever will have one: “ It would be a 
terrific temptation for any woman, 
knowing there were 797 establishments 
where she could say charge it.' ” 
As mentioned earlier, except on rare 
occasions, Walter carries only one 
credit card - his first, the Diner’s Club. 
“ It covers most of my needs, and 
makes the check-writing a lot easier.” 
And relieves him of the constant 
concern of having his credit lost or 
snatched. When he visits a department 
store or specialty shop, he usually can 
charge without having his card on his 
person: “ It takes a few extra minutes, 
while the salesperson checks out the 
records, but it’s worth it.” 
And nobody 
ever gives Walter 
Cavanagh a hard time when he wants 
to chrage anything. They’ve got to give 
him credit!

N EW YO RK (A P ) — “ W hat’s 
overlooked in all this business about 
illegal corporate gifts and bribes,” the 
man was saying, “ is that the money 
handed out was the stockholders’ mon­ 
ey.

He declined to be identified, but he is 
responsible, intelligent, hardworking 
and possessed of other attributes we

He might even be safely called a 
typical small investor. He has a few 
thousand dollars to invest, generally 
for the long term. He doesn’t ask 
much, just fair dividends and the 
prospect for growth, which he feels 
comes with good management. 
When he spoke he was angry, bitter, 
disaffected, but he’ll get over it — or 
will he? “ Sometimes I wonder if we’re 
not being ripped off by management,” 
he said. 
“ They give the stockholders’ money 
away and then when they get caught 
they charge us again for the lawyers to 
defend them. They offend my ethics, 
my sense of fairness, my politics, and 
then my finances. It’s too much to 
accept.”

Then came 
revelations of payoffs to influential 
foreigners. 
During the disclosures, Lockheed’s 
chairman and chief executive, Donald 
J. Haughton, and its vice chairman 
and chief operating officer, Carl Kot- 
chian, resigned. Regardless, they 
remain on the payroll, probably into 
the 1980s. 
According to papers filed with the 
Securities and Exchange Commission, 
the two officers each are to be paid 
$100,000 a year for five years, and 
$50,000 each for another five, as 
“ senior advisers.” 
Said the typical investor: “ Financial 
troubles, then bribery, and who gets 
penalized? The innocent shareholders. 
And who gets rewarded? The people 
who managed to get the company into 
the mess.” 
The Wall Street Journal, he noted, 
recently looked into similar 
con­ 
sultancies nad found they are aimed 
more at easing retirements or saving 
the face of the ousted, and that often 
little work is involved. “ A ripoff,” he 
said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Retail beef 
prices are falling slightly because of 
large supplies, but pork prices are 
edging up in spite of some increased 
production, 
according

July show that beef on an all-cut basis 
averaged around $h39 a pound, 
compared with nearly $1.41 in June 
and a record of $1.61 just a year ago, 
the department says. 
Pork prices, although far below their 
record of $1 59 a pound last October, 
have risen some in recent months and 
earlier this month were about $1.41 a 
pound against slightly more than $1.40

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in June and less than $1.39 in May. 
Both meats are more plentiful than 
they were a year ago. I-ast week, for 
example, beef output by the nation’s 
packing houses was up 15 per cent 
from the same period last year and

Agriculture Department said. 
A department report Tuesday 
showed the farmer’s share of what a 
shopper pays for beef — in June about 
$1.41 a pound — has declined along 
with the marketing spread" charged 
by middlemen for transporting, 
processing and selling it. 
The so-called farm value of beef in 
June averaged 80.6 cents a pound, 


down from 81.2 cents in May and 87.4 in 
April. That is not what farmers get for 
cattle since it takes about 2.3 pound of 
steer on the hoof to make one pound of 
store beef. It is, however, the farmer’s 
share of what a consumer pays for a 
pound of beef. 
I-ast month’s middleman share of 
the retail beef price was 60.2 cents a 
pound, down from 60.5 in May. But it 
was substantially above the middle­ 
man share of 54.6 cents a pound in 
April. 
The pork retail price of little more 
than $1.40 last month broke down into 
91.7 cents for the farmer and 48.7 cents 
for the middleman. In May the shares 


were 88.2 cents for the farmer and du.4 
cents for the middleman, and in April 
they were 86.2 and 50.4 cents.

Department said grainfed beef "will 
be in bountiful supply” through 
August. But officials said farmers and 
feed lot operators who produce grain- 
fed cattle “have lost money on nearly 
every animal sold since late January” 
and that in recent weeks losses have 
averaged as much as $100 a head.

State Spending To Top $12 Billion

lawmakers have approved state 
spending of more than $12.1 billion 
through 14 different appropriations 
measures approved by Gov. James A. 
Rhodes during the current legislative 
session. 
Eighty per cent of the money, or $9.7 
billion, came from the state General 
Revenue Fund which is fed for the 
most part by taxpayers dollars. The 
remaining 20 per cent was funded by 
the federal government. 
By far the biggest slice of the 1975-77 
budget—$10.4 billion— was placed in 
the operating budget for state agencies 
and subsidies to local governments, 


including school money. 
However, an analysis by the 
Legislative Budget Office shows the 
state also shelled out for items ranging 
from 
Osteopathic 
medicine 
to 
regulation of horse racing. 
Aside from the operating budget, the 
biggest outlays went for capital im­ 
provements (construction projects), 
$821 million, and the Department of 
Transportation, $719 million, mainly 
from auto and gasoline highway use 
taxes. 
But there was also $4.5 million for 
planning and construction of a College 
of Osteopathic Medicine at Ohio 
University. 


The Ohio Racing Commission, 
saddled with a longer racing season, 
got a special $298,500 appropriation. 
The newly-created Energy and 
Resource Development Agency got $5 
million. 
In addition, LBO notes, "the General

Natural Gas 
Rates To Rise 
In Some Areas 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P ) - Utility 
rates are expected to rise in Sep­ 
tember for consumers in 63 cities and 
unincorporated areas m Southwestern 
Ohio. 
The Public Utilities Commission of 
Ohio granted Cincinnati Gas & 
Electric Co. nearly $12 million in 
natural gas rate hikes by a 2-1 vote of 
approval. 
Attorneys for the PUCO and CG&E 
last week worked out the agreement in 
a private meeting. 
PUCO spokesman Paul Richards 
said Commissioner David Sweet voted 
against the proposal because there 
was no representative of the general 
consumer at the meeting. Richards 
said Sweet felt comments from the 
average citizen should have been 
heard before a final decision on the 
issue was made. 
PUCO Chairman C. Luther Heck­ 
man 
and 
Commissioner 
Sally 
Bloomfield voted for the measure. 
The PUCO decision does not affect 
an additional CG&E request for more 
than $12 million more per year from 
customers within the City of Cin­ 
cinnati. The city is contesting the rate 
increase request by CG&E and the 
PUCO is expected to make a ruling on 
the CG&E request in late September. 
CG&E spokesman Bruce Stoecklin 
said the company has worked up 
preliminary rate increase material. At 
the present tune, he said, customers in 
the 63 cities served by CG&E have 
monthly bills that average from $20.94 
to $22.14. Stoecklin said after the rate 
hike goes into effect the average cost 
will increase as much as $5 50 per 
month to $26.45. 
Richards said CG&E must file of­ 
ficial notice of the increase with the 
PUCO. He said it will take about five 
days for the commissioners to review 
the information. After the com­ 
missioners approve the m aterial, 
Richards said, the increase will take 
effect m 30 days. The 30-day period is 
given the company to officially notify 
its customers of the rate hike.

AKRON, Ohio (AP) — Widely 
divergent opinions on the dangers of 
radioactivity from nuclear power 
plants 
are 
being voiced 
at 
the 
University of Akron’s week-long 
energy forum. 
Dr. Bernard Cohen of the University 
of Pittsburgh faculty, said Wednesday 
the danger is so slight that even if all 
the nation’s electricity were produced 
by such plants the additional risk of 
getting cancer would be comparable to 
the risk from smoking one cigarette 
every 20 years. 
Cohen noted that the 58 nuclear 
plants now operating produce about 9 
l>er cent of the nation’s electricity. 
If there are 400 nuclear plants by the 
year 2000, he said, one might expect 
eight or nine excess cancer deaths 
from the gaseous radioactivity emitted 
by the plants and one other death from 
the radioactivity in all other forms of 
radioactive waste. 
By comparison, Cohen said, if an 
equivalent amount of power were 
produced by coal-fired power plants, 
there could be 10,000 excess deaths 
from air pollution. 
A differing view came from Dr. 
Irwin Bross, director of biostatistics at 
the Roswell Park Memorial Institute 
in Buffalo, N.Y. 
Bross said he was concerned about 
health hazards of radioactivity not 
merely from nuclear plants but from 
any source, including medical X-rays.

AFYON, Turkey (AP) - Turkish 
officials believe they have cut off the 
Turkish heroin supply to the un­ 
derworld through a two-year-old 
program controling the cultivation of 
poppies. 
United Nations drug control officials 
here are inclined to agree, saying the 
program “definitely works” and that 
they intend to continue U.N. financial 
support for it. 
The poppy, source of such drugs as 
heroin and morphine, has been grown 
on the arid central Anatolian steppes 
for 2, OOO years. This summer it is once 
again ripe for harvest in Afyon 
province and six other provinces 
where cultivation is permitted under 
license. 
Poppy cultivation was banned in 
Turkey in 1972 by an interim military 
government, under strong American 
pressure. At the time, the United 
States claimed that 80 per cent of the 
heroin reaching American addicts 
originated in Turkish poppy fields, 
reaching 
America 
through 
the 
“French Connection” via Marseilles. 
With the return to power of an 
elected government, Turkey resumed 
poppy cultivation in 1974. Before doing 
so, however, Turkish officials went to 
the U.N. agencies involved in pre­ 
vention of drug abuse, asking for 
advice and funds to finance an ef­ 
fective control system to prevent 
diversion of opium poppy production 
into smugglers’ hands.

farmers and officials in charge of the 
control program. 
“Our conclusion is that the system 
definitely works. We therefore feel 
fully justified to continue our support,” 
says de Beus, who holds the purse 
strings on U.N. financial support. 
Since 1974, the U.N. fund has 
provided about $4 million in aid for the 
purchase of 104 vehicles to patrol the 
poppy fields, telecommunications 
equipment and storage facilities. 
For the coming year, the fund has 


pledged $2.5 million to be used 
primarily to buy two reconnaisance 
planes. One of the planes is to be 
equipped with a special camera to 
photograph the fields. The resultant 
pictures are to be compared with a 
map of officially licensed fields for 
detection of illicit plantings.

Heavy Rains,

Locally heavy rains, gusty winds 
and occasional hail were scattered 
over portions of Nebraska, Texas, 
Illinois and Indiana early today. 
Heavy thunderstorms moved into 
the Phoenix, Ariz. area shortly before 
midnight Wednesday and threatened 
the city with urban flooding. Winds up 
to 60 miles per hour ahead of the 
storms slowed traffic with blowing 
dust. 
Tornadoes reported over Indiana 
and near St. Ixmis late Wednesday 
afternoon were found to be only funnel 
clouds. But there was some damage 
from gusty winds and hail. 
In all, six tornadoes were confirmed 
on Wednesday, three of them in Illinois 
and one each in Nebraska, Missouri 
and Michigan. Heavy rains were 
causing flooding of streets and 
freeways in Detroit. 
A high pressure center located oVer 
the west end of the great lakes this 
morning was keeping skies generally 
fair over the upper Mississippi valley 
but* letting temperatures drop as low 
as near 50 degrees in northern Min­ 
nesota and upper Michigan.

Medicaid Proposal

Democratic leaders turned to their 
own Medicaid committee today for 
answers after, in effect, tabling Gov. 
James A. Rhodes’ proposed solution 
for funding of the troubled health care 
problem. 
Both the House and Senate recessed 
the Rhodes-ordered special session 
Wednesday until next Tuesday, when 
only a handful of legislators will as­ 
semble for “skeleton” sessions. 
The draft recommendations of the 
joint legislative Medicaid committee 
are expected to call for a broad range 
of administrative changes within the 
Department of Public Welfare. They 
are aimed at cutting costs and curbing 
abuse and overuse of Medicaid. 
The Rhodes Administration wants 
legislation to cut spending at other 
state agencies to meet an asserted $58 
million deficit in the Medicaid pro­ 
gram. 
“After we get the committee’s 
report, we’ll take up House bill 70 (the 
Rhodes bill),” said House Finance 
Chairman Myrl H. Shoemaker, D-88 
Boumeville. “Then we might get a 
House bill 2.” The second bill would 
embody some of the Medicaid com­ 
mittee’s proposals. 
Many key sections of the panel’s 
plan, however, will focus on internal 
remedies that would not require 
legislative action, according to 
committee aides. 
These would include increased 
auditing to uncover abuse and errors, 
limiting reimbursements to the same 
level as Medicare, another aid

DETROIT (A P) — The auto in­ 
dustry’s bust-to-boom turnaround sent 
General Motors’ profits in the second 
quarter soaring to a record $909 mil­ 
lion. the highest ever by an industrial 
corporation for a three-month period.

Profits jumped 173 per cent from 
$333 million rn the spring of 1975. when 
the industry was struggling out of its 
Governors 
Leave Trail 
Of Resolutions 


INDIANAPOLIS (A P) — During 
World War II, any self-respecting task 
force had a battleship, a couple of 
aircraft carriers and a couple of 
destroyers. Nowadays all it takes is a 
few governor’s aides. 


Task forces, or committees, made 
up of govemers’ staff people provided 
the bulk of the paper processed by the 
Midwestern Grovemors’ Conference 
that ended its four-day meeting 
Wednesday. 


The governors were handed a stack 
of proposed resolutions for action on 
agriculture, statefederal relations, 
interstate agreements on higher 
education, energy, toxic substances 
and preventive health. 
Most of the resolutions were cached 
in terms sufficiently bland to draw- 
unanimous support. 
“ Most of the governors work with 
their staffs on the task forces so it is 
not surprising the resolutions seem to 
be reached by consensus,"said South 
Dakota Gov. Richard F. Kneip, the 
conference chairman. 
Kneip said he felt Congress and 
federal officials pay attention to the 
resolutions, but Kansas Gov. Robert F. 
Bennett thought differently. 
“ I think you’ve got to be realistic and 
realize that Congress doesn’t pay 
much attention to these resolutions. If 
they have a particular cause and this 
might help them, they might wave it 
around wildly on the floor. Or, if they 
think there is some political ad­ 
vantage, they might insert it in the 
Congressional Record but I really 
question whether these (resolutions) 
are of great value,” Bennett told 
reporters following adjournment.

Ford 
Motor Co. also is expected to set a new 
mark when it releases its financial 
results today. 
G M ’s earnings top the firm ’s 
previous quarterly record of $817 
million set in the first quarter of 1973. 
It also shatters the previous quarterly 
profit mark for an industrial firm of 
$862 million set in the last three months 
of 1974 by oil giant Exxon Corp. 
Financial analysts said the most 
money ever made by a company for a 
single quarter was $940 million by 
American Telephone & Telegraph Co. 
in the second quarter of this year. 
AT&T is classified as a utility. 
Analysts attributed GM ’s record 
profits 
to 
higher 
unit 
sales 
in­ 
dustrywide, an increase in the com­ 
pany’s market share, a strong 
comeback in sales of high-profit large 
cars, an easing of cost increases 
combined with effective cost-cutting 
controls, and a recovery in overseas 
markets that is paralleling that in the 
United States. 
Despite its record performance, 
GM’s profits fell short of the $935 
million to $950 million forecast by Wall 
Street analysts. 
GM dollar sales in the quarter were 
a record $12.5 billion, up 35 per cent 
from $9.3 billion a year ago. But unit 
vehicle sales of 2.37 million were 
belowthe record 2.39 million recorded 
in 1973. 
For the first half of the year, GM 
earned $1.71 billion on sales of $23.9 
billion, both records. The firm had 
profits of $392 million on sales of $16.9 
billion in the first six months of 1975. 
Chrysler, which lost $260 million rn 
1975, reported secondquarter profits of 
$155.1 million, highest in the firm’s 
history. Analysts say Ford made about 
$400 million in the quarter. 
The resurgence in an industry known 
for its volatile ups and downs com­ 
pletes a cycle begun in late 1973, when 
the Mideast oil embargo interrupted a 
banner year, plummeting sales and 
profits. 
G M ’s strong showing received 
mixed reviews Wednesday. W all 
Street analysts praised the firm for 
improving its profit margin. Company 
officials warned that earnings must 
improve further to finance future 
investments. The United Auto Workers 
demanded a fair share of GM’s wealth 
in its new contract. 
GM and the other makers opened 
talks with the UAW last week on new 
pacts covering 680,000 workers.

Guy Drut, a French national hero 
and generally considered his nation’s 
best athlete, won the hurdles in 13.30, 
followed by Alejandro Casanas of Cuba 
and the 33-y ear-old Dav enp ort. It was 
the first time since the 1928 Games the 
United States had failed to win a gold 
medal in that ev ent. 
The United States now has won two 


golds, three silv ers and six bronzes in 
fiv e day s of track and field com­ 
p etition. 
“Some p eop le say we’re not doing 
too well,” said U.S. track coach Dr. 
I-eRoy Walker. “ I think we’re doing 
fine We’ll hav e finalists in all but one 
or two of the last ev ents.” 
But it would take more than that to 
offset the Russians’ lead of 11 in gold 
medals and their 8 7-67 lead in total 
medals. East Germany also has 67 
ov er-all.

MONTREAL (AP) - The United 
States now is almost hopelessly out of 
the medals race in the XXI Olympic 
Games and, in fact, doesn’t even have 
a very good shot at second place. 
The Americans, who once dominated 
these quadriennial celebrations of 
sports, suffered a gold medal shutout 
again Wednesday, their third in five 
days. They have gained only one gold 
medal since Sunday night and, in that 
period, have fallen far back of Russia 
and East Germany. 
Russia, which picked up four golds 
Wednesday, leads with a gold-silver- 
bronze count of 33-31-23. East Ger­ 
many has 30-19-18. The United States is 
a poor third at 22-26-19. 
The trend, however, could be 
reversed. It’s doubtful that America’s 
inspired 
boxers 
and 
som ewhat 
maligned track and field forces can 
muster enough strength in the closing 
days of the Games to overtake either of 
the Communist powers — but they can 
make it respectable. They could still 
make it interesting. 
The key could come in today’s ac­ 
tivity. Maxie Parks, Los Angeles; 
Fred Newhouse, Baton Rouge, La.; 
and Herman Frazier, Philadelphia, 
have promised a 1-2-3 American finish 
and a shutout of Cuba’s Alberto 
Juantoreno in the men’s 400 meters. 
“We’re ready to run him right out of 
a medal,” said Newhouse. 
And tonight, big John Tate of 
Knoxville, Tenn., will take on Cuba’s 
favored Teofilo Stevenson in a 
heavyweight boxing semifinal, the 
feature of the television coverage. 
Tate is one of seven Americans who 
has reached the boxing semifinals. All 
of them are assured of at least a bronze 
medal. By comparison, the United 
States won only two boxing medals in 
the 1972 Games at Munich. 
Tate, who suffered an eye cut, put 
together a strong third round for a 3-2 
quarter-final decision over West 
Germany’s Peter Hussing, clearing 
the way for the important bout with the 
formidable Stevenson, the defending 
Olympic champion. 
Other Americans in tonight’s semis 
are the fighting Spinks brothers, 
m iddlew eight 
Mike 
and 
light- 
heavy weight Leon; light-welter Sugar 
Ray Leonard, Palmer Park, Md.; 
lightweight Howard Davis, Glen Cove, 
N Y.; bantamweight Charles Mooney, 
an Army sergeant stationed at FT. 
Bragg, N.C., and flyweight Leo Ran­ 
dolph, Tacoma, Wash. 
Tile Spinks, like Tate, won quarter­ 
finals Wednesday. The others had 
advanced earlier. Mike Spinks, from 
St. Ix)uis, took a 5-0 decision over Rys- 
zard Pasiewicz of Poland. 
Ixjon, a Marine corporal at Camp 
Lejeune, N.C., had more trouble with 
the referee than he did Ottomar Sachse 
of East Germany. Leon scored one 
knockdown and an easy decision but 
was warned once for talking to the 
referee. And when he showed up for 
the judges’ decision wearing a white 
cap with a red tassle, the referee 
yanked it off and threw it in a comer. 
Americans also have the lead in both 
men’s and women’s archery, and, 
thanks to an excellent ride by Hilda 
Gurney of Woodland Hills, Calif., 
moved into second place behind the 
West Germans in the equestrian 
dressage team competiton. 
The United States, which has won 
only the basketball gold in the past 
three days, was limited to two medals 
Wednesday, a bronze by four-time 
Olympian Willie Davenport, Baton 
Rouge, La., in the men’s 110-meter 
hurdles, and a silver by Hawaiians 
David McFaull and Mike Rothwell in 
the Tornado class yachts, behind the 
British boat which already had clin­ 
ched the gold. 
Russia’s four golds came in men’s 
and women’s team handball, women’s 
team foil fencing and in the men’s 
hammer throw, where Yuriy Syedekh 
set a Games record with a throw of 254 
feet, 4 inches and led a Soviet sweep of 
the medals. Aleksey Spiridnov was 
second and Anatoliy Beonjerchuk was 
third. 
The East German women also swept 
the women’s 200, with lightly-regarded 


Baerbel Eckert winning the gold in 
22.37, setting an Olympic record qnd 
beating 100-meter gold m edalist 
A nnegret R ichter and defending 
champion Renate Steelier.

This year’s medical miracle is 
Tommy John of the Los Angeles 
Dodgers.

right-hander 
continued his comeback Wednesday 
night, combining with Gary I^velle for 
a five-hit, 7-0 victory over Cincinnati, 
only the third shutout suffered by the 
Reds in IOO games this season. 
D'Acquisto resorted to surgery a 
year ago in June when his oft ailing 
arm gave out. 
But before facing the scalpel, he 
asked the surgeon, Dr. Frank Jobe of 
Ixis Angeles, “how bad it was.” 
Jobe, the man who restored life to 
the arms of Nolan and John, didn’t 
throw any curves. 
“He told me there was a 50-50 chance 
of coming back," said D’Acquisto. 
Jobe's words sank rn with a jolt. 
‘‘I didn’t think it was that bad,” said 
D'Acquisto, whose victory was his first 
against the Reds since April 1974. 
“ He said if you do come back, you’re 
lucky,’’ recalled D'Acquisto. “He said 
it was all up to me mentally and physi­

Scheduled 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Hospitals 
and 
doctors 
protected 
against 
malpractice claims by the Insurance 
Services Office will pay 30 per cent 
more in rates next month unless the 
state 
Department 
of 
Insurance 
disapproves a rate increase request. 
The ISO, a national organization 
with about 15 per cent membership 
among doctors in Ohio, 
filed on 
Wednesday for the increase effective 
Aug. 1. 
James F. Mosier, assistant director 
of the Department of Insurance, said 
the department is examining the 
request to 
determine 
whether to 
disapprove it. If the department takes 
no action before Sunday, the increase 
will go into effect. 
For the general practitioner, the 
increase would be from $1,100 to $1,500. 


“ We are much more pleased with 
this request,” said Mosier. 
In late May, ISO was among three 
medical insurance organizations that 
asked for increases as high as 145 per 
cent for doctors and 160 per cent for 
hospitals. For the general practitioner, 
it would have meant a boost from 
$1,077 to $2,640 
However, the organizations with­ 
drew the requests in early Ju ly after 
public hearings on the increases were 
scheduled. 
Mosier said ISO was the only 
organization to ask for the rate hike.

AKRON, Ohio (A P)—"I think it’s 
rotten,” said 10-year-old Uura Norris 
of Akron, when she learned of the 
Akron City Council's decision to ban 
ice cream trucks from city streets. 
Although it may not endear the 
council to the 
city’s youth, 
the 
legislation has widespread support in 
the city, as evidenced by a 7,000- 
signature petition that initiated the 
action. 
The ban will not become law until it 
is signed by Mayor John Ballard. He 
has 10 days in which to act, but has not 
said if he favors the action. He could 
not be reached for comment. 
One of 
the 
sponsors 
of 
the 
legislations, Elsie Heaven, said,“ I 
expect affirmative action. I don’t think 
the mayor will take a petition with 
7,000 signatures lightly.” 
Mrs. Heaven said although the bill 
would prohibit street soliciting by the 
ice cream trucks, it would allow them 
to operate in parks. 
The trucks are now banned from the 
citv’s narks. 
The company affected by the pend­ 
ing ban is Jingle Joe Inc., the only ice 
cream vending firm in the city. 
Joseph Malvutch, treasurer of Jingle 
Joe, said if the action is signed by the 
mayor it could cripple the firm, which 
he said has 12 of it’s 28 trucks oper­ 
ating here. 
Attorney Donald Varian, rep­ 
resenting the company, said the ban is 
unconstitutional, and added he will go 


to court to fight it. 
The campaign to enact such 
legislation was spearheaded by Mrs. 
Deborah Green, whose daughter died 
last August of injuries incurred in an 
ice cream vendor-related accident in 
1973. 
At least one Akron child has been hit 
by a car this summer when crossing 
the street to get to an ice cream ven­ 
dor. 
Malvutch said no Akron child has 
been struck by an ice cream truck in 
more than 15 years. 
He also said the firm has "complied 
with every state and city ordinance 
concerning safety.” 
He added the superintendent of the 
Cleveland-based insurance firm , 
Brooks and Stafford Co., said they 
operate safe ice cream trucks. 
“The public has been misinformed 
on the Green girl incident,” Malvutch 
said. "The police record says the truck 
was 2*6 blocks away when her child 
was struck by an automobile going in 
the opposite direction.”

Gam e Slated 


CLEVELAND (AP) - The Ohio 
I/Ottery’s new "Pot O’ Gold” game 
which will replace the Buckeye 1,000 
contest will go on sale Tuesday, the 
lottery commission said Wednesday. 
Six contestants will be eligible each 
week for the television drawing. A top 
prize of $250,000 will be offered, a run- 
nerup prize of $25,000 and a minimum 
prize of $7,500. 
The new 50-cent game will have only 
three and five-digit numbers and will 
produce a total of 6,050 prizes per 
million tickets, a lottery spokesman 
said. 
Each week two 3-digit and one 5-digit 
number will be drawn on the lottery’s 
television show. Players who match 
both of the three-digit numbers in the 
"weekly finalist” box will be assured 
of $500 and will qualify to enter a pool 
from which future finalists for the 
weekly television drawing will be 
selected.

But many farmers and their 
spokesmen are worried that if 1976 
gram crops are as large as USDA 
currently predicts market prices in the 
1976-77 season might fall sharply. 
Moreover, if this year’s production 
does turn out as large it will put 
pressure on decision-makers — in­ 
cluding farmers themselves — on how 
much to plant in 1977. 
Much will depend on the export 
situation over the coming year. If 
world grain production is up, as many 
experts believe it will be, U.S. exports 
are expected to decline somewhat 
from their record 1975-76 levels. 
Thus, USDA is asking for public 
comment on federal commodity 


programs for 1977, with an eye on the 
Itossibility of restoring some of the 
acreage set-aside requirements that 
were in effect several years ago.

AKRON, Ohio (A F)—“ I think it’s 
rotten,” said 10-year-old I,aura Norris 
of Akron, when she learned of the 
Akron City Council’s decision to ban 
ice cream trucks from city streets. 
Although it may not endear the 
council 
to the 
city’s 
youth, 
the 
legislation has widespread support in 
the city, as evidenced by a 7,000- 
signature petition that initiated the 
action. 
The ban will not become law until it 
is signed by Mayor John Ballard. He 
has IO days in which to act, but has not 
said if he favors the action. He could 
not be reached for comment. 
One 
of 
the 
sponsors 
of 
the 
legislations, Elsie Reaven, said,“ I 
expect affirmative action. I don’t think 
the mayor will take a petition with 
7,000 signatures lightly.” 
Mrs. Reaven said although the bill 
would prohibit street soliciting by the 
ice cream trucks, it would allow them 
to operate in parks. 
The trucks are now banned from the 
city’s narks. 
The company affected by the pend­ 
ing ban is Jingle Joe Inc., the only ice 
cream vending firm in the city. 
Joseph Malvutch, treasurer of Jingle 
Joe, said if the action is signed by the 
mayor it could cripple the firm, which 
he said has 12 of it’s 28 trucks oper­ 
ating here. 
Attorney 
Donald Varian, 
rep­ 
resenting the company, said the ban is 
unconstitutional, and added he will go 


to court to fight it. 
The campaign to enact such 
legislation was spearheaded by Mrs. 
Deborah Green, whose daughter died 
last August of injuries incurred in an 
ice cream vendor-related accident in 
1973. 
At least one Akron child has been hit 
by a car this summer when crossing 
the street to get to an ice cream ven­ 
dor. 
Malvutch said no Akron child has 
been struck by an ice cream truck in 
more than 15 years. 
He also said the firm has "complied 
with every state and city ordinance 
concerning safety.” 
He added the superintendent of the 
Cleveland-based insurance firm , 
Brooks and Stafford Co., said they 
operate safe ice cream trucks. 
“The public has been misinformed 
on the Green girl incident,” Malvutch 
said. "The police record says the truck 
was 2Mi blocks away when her child 
was struck by an automobile going in 
the opposite direction.”

support benefits. Cash market prices 
for wheat, com and cotton — the major 
commodities involved — have been 
higher than the support prices, mean­ 
ing that the subsidy features of the 
programs have not been used. 
But many farm ers and their 
spokesmen are worried that if 1976 
grain crops are as large as USDA 
currently predicts market prices in the 
1976-77 season might fall sharply. 
Moreover, if this year’s production 
does turn out as large it will put 
pressure on decision-makers — in­ 
cluding farmers themselves — on how 
much to plant in 1977. 
Much will depend on the export 
situation over the coming year. If 
world grain production is up, as many 
experts believe it will be, U.S. exports 
are expected to decline somewhat 
from their record 1975-76 levels. 
Thus, USDA is asking for public 
comment on federal commodity 


programs for 1977, with an eye on the 
imssibility of restoring some of the 
acreage set-aside requirements that 
were in effect several years ago. 
Officials said Wednesday that this is a

Needs M ore M oney

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The state 
Department of Rehabilitation and 
Corrections wants an additional $7 
million by next July I and its director 
wants to know why a study committee 
overlooked more money 
in 
its 
recommendation for improved prison 
facilities. 


Director George F. Denton told a 
news conference Wednesday that the 
joint subcommittee of the House and 
Senate finance committee “ignored its 
responsibility” in its report on the 
maximum security Southern Ohio 
Correctional Facility at Lucasville. 
“Some departments can close their 
doors and go home when they run out 
of money,” he said. “We'd have to 
open our doors.” 
Among its recommendations, the 
subcommittee said another committee 
should be formed to examine the entire 
state corrections system. 
“I am disappointed there was no 
recommendation for additional ap­ 
propriation of money,” Denton said. 
Denton said he would continue to 
request emergency appropriations 
from the state controlling board to 
meet the departm ent’s financial 
needs. 
He also said he testified before the 
subcommittee about many of the 
problems which turned up in their 
findings. 
“We discussed the problem of (in­ 
mate) idleness,” Denton said. “I 
remind the people of Ohio that the 
maximum security prison is designed 
for onethird of the inmates to be idle.” 
That includes prisoners on death row 
or in isolation. 
Denton also disagreed that guards 
need more training, clanning the level 
of competence of employes at Lucas­ 
ville had improved. 
He said the legislators took the in­ 
mates’ 
word for the 
reports of 


“rampant violence” at the facility. 
Denton said he checks with the prison 
hospital which recorded 40 stabbings 
from May 1975 to May 1976. He claimed 
the committee reported 1,200 to 1,400 
incidents during this period. 
The corrections chief estimated that 
partial reforms called for in the 
subcommittee report would total more 
that $600,000, questioning again why 
the group did not request more money 
for the department.
